UNMC/NHS 
anthrax scare 


was false alarm

More than 100 pieces of 
mail received by a physician 
at the University Medical 
Associates Clinic at 
Nebraska Health Service 
Clarkson West have been 
tested for anthrax after a 
recent scare. 

On Oct. 25, the Office of 
Safety and Security at 
UNMC/NHS was informed 
of a suspicious routing label 
found at the facility, It fell 
out as a physician at the 
clinic was going through 
mail. 

The routing label was 
not found inside an envelope 
or package, and investigators 
determined the routing label 


did not come — through 
campus mail. 
The  dabel measured 


about one inch by three 
inches and had the cities of 
Trenton, NJ. and Denver 
printed on it. 

Also, a granuiar-like 
substance was found on the 
desk of the physician who 
handled the mail. 

Safety and — security 
officials were immediately 
called to the scene. 

They took precautionary 
measures to secure the 
facility, including shutting 
down the ventilation system 
in part of the building. 

They also reviewed 
potential exposure risks with 
employees and shared an 
article from the Center for 
Disease Control explaining 
potentials risks. 

The Omaha Fire Hazmat 
team also was sent to the site 
to bag the routing label and 
other pieces of mail that were 
in contact with it so the 
materials could be tested for 


anthrax, 

All preliminary results 
have come back negative. 

Mary Bennie, manager 
of printing and mail services 
for UNMC, said that routing 
labels are used by the U.S. 
Postal Service when sending 
bundles of mail between 
cities. 

She said they are usually 
placed on top of bundles of 
mail and held in place with 
rubber bands or string.

UNO defeated Northern 
Colorado 1-0 in the first round and 
followed the win with a 2-1 triple 
overtime victory over top seed and 
host Minnesota State-Mankato. The 
NCAA tournament selection 
committee, though, awarded the 
central region’s three tournament bids

Northern Colorado and UNO 
faced off in the first round.

During the demonstration, 
Wainscoat called himself a 
“Vietnam vet” and said he was 
demonstrating “for the guys that are 
on the ground in Afghanistan.” 

“In the *60s, campuses were 
alive with protests like this, but 
mostly trom the feft,’” Wainscoat 
said during his demonstration. “It 
amazes me that the students here 
are quiet. It really makes me 
wonder ... If you go on campuses 
today, it’s like nothing ever

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New NU policy raises question: 
Will UNO students fight in war?

University of Nebraska students 
are protected under a new policy if 
they are called to serve their country 
in the armed forces. 

University president L. Dennis 
Smith signed a presidential 
memorandum stating, “Students who 
are called into military service will 
not lose course credit or tuition and 
fees. Students whose education is 
interrupted to serve ... should not 
suffer either financial loss or loss of 
course credit.” 

The policy mainly affects 
members of the reserves, but draftees 
ineligible. for deferment are also 
covered. 

If students are called to active 
duty, they have a variety of options, 
including refunds of tuition and fees 
or course credit, depending on the 
individual case. 

The military policy was 
announced by the assistant vice 
president for external affairs at the 
University of Nebraska and has been 
effective since Oct. 17. The policy 
encompasses all four NU system 


campuses. 

This policy has raised many 
questions: Why was this policy 
created now? Do other colleges have 
such policies? How was this policy 
arrived at? Will UNO students be 
called to fight in Afghanistan? 

The NU External Affairs office 
declined to offer answers to these 
questions. 

Major Preister, public affairs 
officer for the Omaha Army ROTC 
office, confirmed that some units 
containing college students have been 
activated. A student from Bellevue 
University now works in security at 
Omaha’s Eppley Airport. 

Preister said, “It appears that 
some aspects of the policy may need 
to be implemented.” 

He did not say when the policy 
could be put into effect at UNO. 

Both lowa Western and 
Metropolitan community colleges 
have policies similar to that of the NU 
system’s. 

lowa Western’s policy was 
created after the Gulf War, according 
to Roger Utman, Dean of Student 
Support Services. 


Metro’s policy was created for 
Metro’s students at Offutt Air Force 
Base, said Arlene Jordan of Student 
Services at Metro. 

Bob Reed of UNL’s office of 
Records and Registration said 
policies concerning students who 
withdraw from classes are usually 
made in two parts. 

First, members of the faculty 
vote on when students are allowed to 
drop classes and still receive credit. 

Secondly, the vice chancellor’s 
office of business affairs and finance 
and the Board of Regents decides on 
a schedule for the refund of tuition 
and fees, 

This new change of policy 
circumvented all three groups, 
coming from the president himself. 

The policy was made and put into 
effect in an expeditious manner, most 
likely due to the current national 
situation. 

UNO students hope the reason 
for the implementation of this policy 
was one of caution, not of necessity, 
and that they will remain in Omaha, 
attending classes. @

Smoking and Pregnancy 

A study just completed 
by researchers at the Institute 
of Health Sciences at Oxford 
University suggests smoking 
by women delays pregnancy. 

Scientists conducted the 
study on 569 women who 
were trying to get pregnant. 
Those women in the study 
group who smoked while 
attempting to conceive took 
two months longer to do so 
than those who were non- 
smokers or those who had 
quit smoking for a year. 

In addition to the 
information on delayed 
conception, the researchers 
also concluded that “the risks 
of smoking during pregnancy 
include higher infant 
mortality, increased risk of 
the baby developing serious 
respiratory infections and 
lower birth weights.”

The findings — were 
published in the Journal of 
Biosocial Science. 


Faise Positive Pregnancy 
Tests 

A report in the 
November issue of Obstetrics 
& Gynecology warns of the 
possibility of false-positive 
hCG pregnancy blood tests. 
Two cases were discussed in 
which two women falsely 
tested positive for elevated 
levels of hCG. 

High amounts of hCG 
may indicate pregnancy, 
ectopic pregnancy or a rare 
form of cancer. There have 
been reported cases where 
women with clevated levels 
of hCG underwent 
gynecologic surgery or 
chemotherapy treatments 
unnecessarily due to false 
positives, 

Women. who produce a 
high hCG blood result should 
have a urine test ordered to 


double-check the diagnosis. 


New Contraceptive Patch 
Tested 

Also reported in the 
November issue of Obstetrics 


& Gynecology: a new, 
effective and safe 
contraceptive patch — that 


works for one week. 

The Ortho EVRA/EVRA 
patch was tested on 1,672 
women who wore the patch 
for three weeks, then were off 
the patch for one week. 
George W. Creasy, M.D., said 
the probability of pregnancy 
for women on the patch was 
0.7 percent. 

Side effects included site 
reaction, nausea, moodiness, 


headache and breast 
discomfort.

Does “Jedi Knight” fall neatly under 
this category or does the fictional title 
leave a little to be desired? According to 
over 10,000 British citizens, “Jedi” is 
most certainly a religion worth 
recognizing, and better still, worth 
printing as an option on next year’s 
national census. 

It all began with an e-mail campaign, 
which convinced more than 10,000 Star 
Wars fans to list George Lucas’ fictional 
title Jedi Knight as their official religion 
on the British 2001 census. The 
participants held true to their word, and 
when the time came, Jedi was the religion 
of choice. So many people were into this 
idea, in fact, the Office for National 
Statistics was forced to give Jedi its own 
code. This means that the British will be 
seeing Jedi again soon, only this time in 
print. How serious these people are about 
their supposed religion, we do not know. 

After asking students around campus, 
it was found that even those students who 
have managed to somehow avoid the Star 
Wary films altogether have heard the 
words “Jedi” and “religion” in the same 
sentence and concluded that samething is 
not quite right. 

“That's everybody's choice. but it 
seems ridiculous to me.” UNO sophomore 
Jamie Evers savs, Indeed. 

UNO sophomore Zach Zaiss has his 
own opinions on the topic. 

“P just think it’s good they can be so 
open and willing to accept this as a 
religion,” Zaiss says. “I just hope this 
gives way to a wider religious tolerance 
and allows me to practice my own 
personal religion: Monetary Donationism, 
that is GIVE ME YOUR MONEY!" 

Zaiss has faith this newfound British 


acceptance will encourage the U.S. to be 
more accepting of its own wide diversity 
of religions, including smaller ones like 
his own. 

Perhaps one can find deeper insight 
into this religious occurrence with the 
help of a religious professor. After all, that 
is what they do. 

1 sat down for a chat with Ron Burke 
of UNO’s religion department in hopes he 
could shed some light on this seemingly 
lost situation. 

“[New religions] combine a new 
sense of freedom with a sense of the 
powers within,” Burke says. He also adds 
that these new religions stem from “a 
desire for personal religion, as opposed to 
organized religion.” This in turn is leading 
to an increasing popularity of new 
religions. 

After much thought and discussion, 
Burke concludes the Jedi Knight may be 
most effectively compared to either the 
Japanese Shinto religion or the Wicca 
religion. Shinto is an ancient, indigenous 
Japanese religion meaning “the way of the 
spirits” and Wicca is a newer revival of 
the Pagan belief system, which focuses on 
the energy in nature and all things. Both of 
these religions are centered on the 


acceptance of a natural energy and. above | 


all. keeping a natural balance or harmony 


in all things. Wicca also incorporates a‘ 


harnessing of this energy for use in 
healing. 

Can you see the parallels? [tis 
somewhat outrageous to think — that 
something so seemingly fictional can 
actually be so closely tied in with a 


humber of other religions around the | 


world. So next time you hear that some 
fanatic is claiming a fictional idea as a 
religion, look closer — it may actually fit 
the definition. And as for the noble order 
of Jedi Knights --- it looks like Lucas did 
his homework. &

Have you ever gone to a teacher with a 
problem and received a useless reply? They 
just could not relate or did not bother to 
care. What do they know about life in the 
‘hood? They probably live in a little house 
on the prairie —- and so, once again, you 
leave misunderstood.

And so the rally cry goes out — more 
minority teachers! 

On Oct. 5, UNO Chancellor Nancy 
Belck announced the establishment of the 
College of Education's latest effort to 
increase the number of minority teachers in 
public schools. The Omaha office of Enron 
has committed $32,000 to the University of 
Nebraska Foundation in order to attract 
more minority students to the teaching field. 

According to Omaha Public Schools, 
10 percent of OPS teachers during the 2000- 
O01 academic year were minorities — 
meaning African American, Asian 
American, Hispanic American, and Native 
American. This is in contract to the 48 
percent of district students who fit into this 
minority group. This problem is not just 
local; educators in public schools across the 
nation are faced with a continuous disparity 
| between the proportion of minority teachers 
to students, 

At UNO, the College of Education has 
i also been fighting an uphill battle to 
increase the representation of minority 
teachers in the public school system, The 
| fight began in 1985 with the Minority 
| Internship Program. Since then, other

valiant efforts have been made to address 
this serious issue. In 1992, the MacAllister 
Scholars in Education Program was 
established to attract more minority students 
to the ficld of teaching. Since its inception, 
the MacAllister Scholarship has provided 
support to 71 students studying various 
levels of teaching. 


“The Enron and  MacAllister 
scholarships provide the college with the 
opportunity to attract outstanding 


individuals to the field of teaching, which is 
vital to quality public education,” says John 
Christensen, dean of UNO’s College of 
Education. 

The Enron Scholarship is an outgrowth 
of the MacAllister Scholarship. One of the 
provisions of the MacAlister Scholarship is 
that university officials seek out other 
supporters in the community to join in the 
struggle of minority teacher recruiting. 
When educators approached the Enron 
Corporation, a worldwide energy, 
commodity, and service company, for 
support, the company eagerly agreed to 
donate funds and establish a scholarship 
program at UNO. 

The Enron Scholarship was launched 
this past August and provides $2,000 per 
year for up to four years to deserving 
minority candidates who have excelled in 
academics, leadership, community service, 
and are seeking teacher preparation, Enron 
scholars volunteer for 20 hours per semester 
at the Hope Center in North Omaha, which 
serves the community by providing after- 
school — study, tutoring = programs,

Greg Zanon swiped a Buckeye defender and sprung 
Jeff Hoggan for a 2-on-1 with Shane Glover, who zapped it 
back to Hoggan and in, giving UNO a shorthanded goal, and 
the lead just 2:30 into the game. 

Daymen Bencharski evened the game late in the first by 
capitalizing on UNO’s ability to endure penalties. The power 
play goal came 18:30 into the first. Dan Ellis then shut the 
door, and the Buckeyes didn’t score again. 

The game-winner came early into the second when Greg 
Zanon slapped the disk past Betz. The Mavericks continued 
the pressure into the third period. Andrew Wong extended his 
game scoring streak with a third-period goal. UNO capped the 
game with an empty net goal by Glover, 

Ellis was huge both games. All in all, Ellis stopped 59 of

happened on {September 11].” 

Wainscoat claimed to be representing a 
student organization from UNO, but said the 
group wished to remain unnamed for fear of 
university discipline. 

Wainscoat burned three white flags, each 
bearing a picture of Osama bin Laden and the 
words “Osama, what have you gotten us 
into?” 

Police were prepared to force Wainscoat 
down using a paintball gun loaded with 
pepper balls, but Captain Joe Tholen of the 
Omaha Fire Department was successful in 
convincing Wainscoat to surrender at 5:20 
p.m. 

While climbing the fountain and burning 
the flags, Wainscoat caused approximately 
$1,000 of damage, according to police 
reports. That figure was only an estimate 
given to police, said Paul Kosel, head of 
campus security and traffic. The actual cost 
of the damage will have to be determined by 
the artist who constructed the fountain, he 
added. 

Wainscoat was issued felony charges of 
destruction of property, obstructing an 
officer, disorderly conduct and trespassing. 
As of Monday morning, Wainscoat was still 
being held on $18,000 bail. @
